Provide for the Improvement of Towns in Ireland. a.d. 1892. 

B E it enacted by the Queen’s most Excellent Majesty, by and 
with the advice and consent of the Lords Spiritual and 
Temporal, and Commons, in this present Parliament assembled, 
and by the authority of the same, as follows : 

5 1. This Act may be cited as the Towns Improvement (Ireland) short title.

adopted to impose upon the owners, occupiers, and tenants of the 
various classes of tenements in the said section thirty-eight 
mentioned, rates not exceeding the respective amounts of one 
shilling , one shilling and sixpence, and tico shillings in the pound 
20 instead of the respective amounts of sixpence, ninepcnce, and one 
shilling therein mentioned.
